Education does not mean teaching 
people what they do not know. It 
means teaching them to behave as 
they do not behave. It is not teaching 
the youth the shapes of letters and 
the tricks of numbers, and then leav¬ 
ing them to turn their arithmetic to 
rouguery and their literature to lust. 
It means, on the contrary, training 
them into the perfect exercise and 
kingly continence of their bodies and 
souls. It is a painful, continual and 
difficult work to be done by kindness, 
by watching, by warning, by precept 
and by praise, but above all, by 
example. 

# Dean Vaughan emphasized the fact 
that each child has a right to sue 
ceed. 

Each school day is an important 
day for the child. The school is ob¬ 
ligated to see that he succeeds. 

Most cheating and dishonesty in 
school is due to poor teaching and 
unsatisfactory assignments. 

More varried curriculum to provide 
for the interests and abilities of the 
child. 

Guidance in succeeding and rec¬ 
ognition are essential to healthy 
adult life. 

Give him more music, playthings, 
art materials, tools and the oppor¬ 
tunity to use them. 

Dean Vaughan concluded his ad¬ 
dress with a quotation from the Holy 
Writ: “Train a child in the way he 
should go and when he is old, he 
•will not depart from it.’’ 

At the close of the program a vote 
of the various home rooms was taken.

A CHARACTERISTIC feature of 
American dwellings is the 
porch, which occurs in one form or 
another in many residences.
